He paid, thouph hl« amcstors wore 
Oerman. he and his kind will bo 
found backing up the President and 
tending every aid to the country In 
waging an aggreealve and successful 
war. 

The blessin); was said >by Rev. 
J. P. O'Mahoney. Chaplain of the 
council, and the first speaker was 
Very Rev. T. L. Crowley, O. P, 
Prior of St. Ix)uisi nertrand's 
4!httrch. F.'ither Crowley said; 

"There w>'ro .sixty younK men 
who joined the order this afternoon,

Illustrating, he said that a 
little while ago, during the fighting 
in France, a Oathollc priest was 
mortally wounded while on '*tals 
luisbion at mercy" among ths d«a«d 
a(id dying on the field. "The first 
own to reach his side when he 
fell," he concluded, '*was a Jewish 
rabbi, who reverently lifted to the 
lips of the dying priest the cross 
of the Nazarcne."

Germany. The follorwlng resolutions 
adopted by t!io imoiing are a new 
proof of tlie .sploiidld siorvlce this 
veteran organization Is doing for 
the cause of organized Catholic of- 
fort In the United States. 

Love of one's country is natural 
to man; enobled and fostered by the 
spirit of Christianity it produces 
the fairest fruits. We acknowledge 
our duty of <K>edience to properly 
constituted authority by sabscribing 
to the Sentiments of the apostle 
which he voices when he says: "Let 
every sonl be subject to higher 
power; for there is no power but 
from God and those that are are 
ordained by God. Therefore ho 
that resisteth the power resisteth 
the ordinance of God. And they 
that resist purchase to themselvep 
damnation. . . , Wherefore be sub- 
ject of necessity, not only for wrath, 
but also for conscience' sake." 

Taught by the d»nreb, this senti- 
ment has been firmly Interwoven 
into the fibre of onr Meals. We 
know therefore what duty demaade 
of us, what we owe to ear country, 
the United States, ana we are ready 
to act accordingly. 

Founded sixty-two years ago, the 
Central Vereln, constituted today 
from more than 1,700 charitable, 
benevolent and fratem.al societies, 
has ever been mindful ol these in- 
junctions, and its aim has always 
oen to lurther tho public woal by 
11 means at its command. The 
present crisis demands of us ex- 
traordinary efforts. Times of war 
teat not only the pbysicsl biit still 
more the moral fibre of a nation. 
They test the people's sense of so- 
cial duty and its faculty for organ- 
ized effort. It becomes therefore 
our duty to increase and intensify 
all ot those activities^ heretofore 
caniod on. which may tend to assist 
and .■strengthen the moral, physical 
and iiiafoiial piopiui'dnos.-^ oi our 
couniiy; to inltiato such new en- 
deavors as may .«!eeiii ne< os.sary. We 
must not reiniain Indifferent or in- 
active, we must demonstrate to our 
people how to meet the difficulties 
arising from the war. Instruction 
and organisation, ever tbe watch- 
word of the Central Veiyln, must 
be insisted upon even more than 
formerly. 

Only a morally sound aad strong 
people will stand the test of war 
and successfully bear it.s conse- 
quences. From its very beginning 
the Central Vereln has Striven to 
foster morality, thrift, domesticity 
and the nthor virtues, without 
which a nation can not prosper, 
neither in peace nor at wai. We 
must now devise means and meth- 
ods for inculcating and strengthen- 
ing these same virtues even more, 
with a view to their relation to the 
problems arising from the grave 
times of war. The seareibr of food 
may be overcome to a cegr(« by 
the practice of ChriAian virtues 
and by inculcating the principles of 
solidarity. More so than ever the 
purity and strength of youth must 
be safeguarded. Above all those 
who are called to arms must be 
offered protection against the at- 
tacks of their most Insidious foe, 
moral ruin; we must secure for 
them proper means to meet dangers 
from this source. Remedies must 
be found for the poverty and misery 
which will surely overtake some of 
our people, once the war levies its 
toll frofli oar midst Onr activity, 
however, must not cease with these 
and kindred measures. Within late 
years the 'work ot the Central 
Verela la the field of rioclal en- 
deavor has been carried on suc- 
rossfiiily. To those already existing 
the war will add many other 
problems affecting the farmer, the 
laborer, the mei-chant. in short all 
clas.'os of society. The full scope 
and reach of these problems we can 
not as yet torsssi. 

Still more than In the paat, it 
must therefor* be tiie eolioem of 
the Central Vereln to engag* in 
promoting sonnd and oonstructlve 
legislation. Our leagnes and socie- 
ties should co-operate with munici- 
pal. State and national anthorlties 
In leading our people to a oetter 
comprohonslon of modern needs and 
In an endeavor to solve the diffi- 
culties of our times by legislation 
and through personal Initiative. 

A further task of the Central 
Vereln, tho accomplishment of 
which will prove of Inestimable 
benefit to the religious and civic 
welfare of our people, is to act as 
condMator and arbitrator between 
the Tarloas aationaUties making np 
sur popnlstion. In order thus to 
be able to act as leader and ad- 
viser to the Catholics of Oerman 
descent, and to be In a position to 
labor In the Interests of public 
welfare to the fullest extent, all 
leaguos and A>cleties affiliated with 
the Central Vereln should as usaal 
hold their conveatloas and meet-

tributed to Axton's success four 
years ago against Mayor Uusche- 
meyer and the Democratic ticket. 
Vet there are some advising Demo- 
craU to vote for McNally and give 
control ot ths election machinery 
to the Raly-Becktaam machine for 
future purposes. 

A little review of local Demo- 
cratic history will show that the 
Haly-Beckhami influence since it 
crept Into local politics has come 
pretty near wrecking the organisa- 
tion. In 1909, headed by Col. John 
H. Whallcn, Coi. .hums P. Whallen 
and Col. Frank McGiath, the local 
Democratic party won a sterling 
victory against great odds, the en- 
tire city, county and Custom House 
machinery being against them, this 
vlstary naitlag the party as it had 
never been In twenty years. Even 
as far back as that time the Haly- 
Beckham coterie in Louisville, 
beaded by Dan O'Sullivan, fought 
the straight Democratic ticket. 
With McCreary's election In 1911 
Haly camo Into power and saw to 
It that O'Sullivan and other friends 
got on the State pay-roll. Two 
years later that influence was 
against Mayor Huschomeyor and the 
Democratic ticket, and one year 
later. 1914, many Demoenkts bsre 
were bamboosled Into snpportlag 
Beckham for Senator oa the ple^ 
that he and Haly would drop their 
prohibition farce. Reoelving tbe 
nomination througb thonsands of 
Democratic (?) votes from the 
mountains, Beckham was elected in 
November over ex-Oov. WiUson, 
principally through the big major- 
ity rolled up hero In Louisville, and 
on election night the writer heard 
Beckham say, "I will never forget 
Louisville Democrats for what they 
did today." As many of usi can 
testify he never has, but not In the 
way expected, the toUowlng being 
a concrete example, bringing out 
McChesney to beat Llent Got. Mc- 
Dermott for Governor, who was 
Louisville's overwhelming choice.

The announce- 
ment that he was to leave thorn, 
made by Father Felten Sunday 
morning, caused doop rogrot among 
his parishioners and luought tears 
to the eyes of many wlio wore loath 
to part with him. Father Follon 
will celebrate his laslt mass at SI. 
Augustine's tomorrow morning and 
preach his farewell sermon. On the 
following Sunday he will enter upon 
his duties as pastor of St. Martin's. 
Rev. Martin 9rattkenlberger. who 
for a time was assistant at the 
Cathedral and since stationed at 
St. Martin's, has! been named pastor 
at .St. Augustine's, and will cele- 
brate tho high mass tomorrow 
morning. In him the colored peo- 
ple will tlnd a worthy successor to 
Father Felten. To both the Ken- 
tucky Irish American extends best 
Wishes and congratulations.

1 lie question whether he is a feioa 
1 a misdemeanant, on wbieh tbe 
Nalldlty of the election seems to 
hang, is oas for tbe Parliamentary 
jurist The fact of immediate Im 
porttmce is tbat tbe Nationalist 
party In one of the most critical 
momenta of its career has suf- 
fered. The Nationalist party can 
no longer regard ae secure any seat 
in the torse sontbera provinces of 
Ireland. It Is another warning 
that no settlement can be based on 
a temporary or permanent parti- 
tion, and complicates the Govern- 
ment's problem, for It discredits 
still further the official Nationalist 
party, and will Increase the fears 
and suspicions of the Unionists of 
I'lstor. To all Irishmen a settle 
niont totlay sooms more remote than 
ever. The result In South I/ong 
ford is a now exposure of the dan 
ger of county option. It seems 
that at least tiro Nationalist coun- 
ties would be tbte If they chosie to 
vote themtelres eat of home rule 
under such a scheme. Tbe possi- 
bility will not be disregarded^^ 
any body who appreoiatsa the mla- 
chievous and irrespmisible temper 
which prevails In Nattonaiist Ire- 
land at the present time." 

Tho Times corresipondcnt at Bel- 
la.st wires: Ulster Unionibt.s are 
wondering wliat effect tho result 
will iiavo upon tho Govornment's 
homo rule proposals taken in con- 
junction with the Irish Bishops' 
manifesto. Archbishop Walsh's let- 
ter against partition is clear, and 
the prospect of an ««reed setUe- 
nient received a setback. In i^ew 
of these recent eveato Ulster is 
more determined toiu ever not to 
submit to a Parliament in DabUa* 
which It is now manifest would be 
dominated by the most extreme and 
disloyal element of Irish politics, 
tho soction which opposed all con- 
nection not only with Great Britain, 
but the BritLsli Hinpiro. whos*^ only 
Ideal is complc io isolation as a 
•mall republic. 

The Times says editorially: "The 
result should enforce sUll further 
the obvious truth that irishmen 
must find their own solution to &«• 
land, and not at Westminster. Tbe 
Immediate tatfc of tbe BHtlsh Oor- 
ernment Is to lay down the limita- 
tions of the Irish constitntloa 
within the empire and safegaard 
iho Irish minority. For the rest 
make Irishmen themselves respon- 
sible for framing their own form of 
local self-government.'^ 

Andrew Bonar Law, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, announced in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday 
that Premier Lloyd Oeorge would 
make a communication to the 
Irish leaders oa the Irish question 
which would be In their hands by 
tomorrow. The Government, he 
added, was prepared to allot Ifoa- 
day for discussion of the question. 

Joseph Devlin, member of the 
House for the Western division of 
Belfast, asked: "What Is the moan- 
ing of this tricky method whereby 
this all-important matter will be 
communicated to the leaders of the 
Irish party Instead Of to the Hoose 
of Commons?" 

Mr. Law replied that he did no| 
think the charge of trlckiness was 
justified. The Premier, he said, 
would send in advance to the lead- 
ers of the Irish parties the pro> 
posals which tbe Government had 
In t^ew. It surelf was not • diS" 
advantage either to the sobjeet It- 
self or to the House that before 
the discussion took place some idea 
of the Govorniiient'al proposals 
should be known to the leaders. 

John Dillon charged the Govern- 
ment with abandoning and breaking 
its promise to make the statement 
to the House. Mr. Law denied this. 
He said it would not be tho best 
method simply to announce the pro- 
posals to the House before the 
party leaders bad an opportunity 
of Judging thsm. The Government, 
he continued, had said It would do 
its best to effect a ifettlement and It 
still had that intention. Whatever 
view ws4 taken regarding the Gov- 
ernment's proposals by the Irish 
leaders the Government statement 
would be made in the House of 
Commons on Monday. 

John Redmond, leader of the 
Irish Nationalists In the Housb of 
Commons, on Thursday rejected the 
proposal of Premier Lloyd Oeorge 
for a settlement of the home role 
question, but accepted the proposal 
for the Immediate calling of a con- 
vention to deelde on a governmeat 
for Ireland.

There is much misinformation 
concerning the Ulster situation in 
Ireland regarding how the people of 
that proTlnee look npon l^e home 
rule question. Iheretore Uw (oI> 
lowing truths wUl disslpato the 
erroneous tapresaion that has been 
created by pre« reporto that aman- 
ata from London and Bnglleh 
sources: 

The assertion that "practically 
all the counties in Ulster are against 
home rulf" is far removed from 
the truth. Yet the mistake Is quite 
a common one. No doubt many 
American newspaper readers have 
gained the idea that the whole 
province of Ulster is a stronghold 
of Irish antl-natlonallsm. This is 
natural enough, considering that in 
London news, and partlculariy in 
the report of Parliamentary de- 
bates, such phnuies as "Ulster op- 
position," "Ulster's demand" and 
Ulster's resistance" have become 
familiar. Yet it Is as misleading to 
say tliat Ul.stor is oppos«'d to home 
rule as it would bo to speak of the 
New York State delegation in the 
House of Itcprescntatives ad "the 
Tammany delPKation." Substitute 
the substantive "Orange" for 
"Ulster" In the above Quoted 
phrases, and yon haire a aorroet 
definition. 

Ulster to represented In the 
House of Oommons by thirty^ree 
members, and of these seranteen 
are home ruleni and irixteen Union- 
ists, or anti-home rulers. By this 
simple classification we may Judge 
whether "practically all of tho 
counties in Ulster are against home 
rule." But let us state the ca.so 
a little more in detail. Ulster has 
nine counties — Antrim, Armagh, 
Cavan, Donegal, Down, Derry, 
Feniianagh, Monaghan and Tyrone. 
The Orange opposition to home 
rule id largely concentrated in the 
four eastern counties of Antrim, 
Armagh. Down and Derry (or Lon- 
donderry). Cavan, Donegal and 
Monaghan are as uncompromisingly 
pro-Nationalist on home rule as 
Cork or Tlpperary. Thes»e three 
eovntlea are represented in Parlia- 
ment by a solid home rule delega- 
tion, and that has 'been their un- 
varying raeerd tor more than thirty 
years. 

The two other counties of Ulster, 
Fermanagh and Tyrone, are closely 
divided polliically, but even there 
the leaning Is toward home rule. 
Tyrone is repreSsnted in the pres-

Writing of the late Very Rev 
Charles H. McKenna, O. P., the 
New York Catholic News says: 

Other characteristic traits of this 
aalatljr pilaet were bis broad all 
ambraelng eharlty; eharlty for his 
fellow men, his lore tor the poor 
and bis seal to foater voeatloaa to 
tbe priesthood.

RepresentatlTa Haam, ot Illinois, 
Republican, introduced oa Moaday 
Joint resolution whl<di would de- 
clare Irish fr eedom one of the 

purposes of the entry of the United 
States Into the war, commit the 
United States to stand for Irish 
home rule in peace negotiations and 
to purchase J 10,000,000 of Irish 
Oovemment bonds and provide for 
the appointment of an American 
ronunifision to Ireland tba Irish 
people request It. 



It is well for as to know about 
our patriotic songs and our national 
airs. The most beloved song of 
all perhaps is the "Star Spangled 
Banner," our national hymn. Every 
one should bo lamillar with the in- 
cident of its origin. The author 
was Francis Scott Key, a young 
lawyer who lived in Baltimore, 
Md. During the war of 1812 Mr. 
Key had a friend, Dr. Boame.s, who 
was a prisoner on a britleh man-of- 
war. Deslriag to vIeM him Mr. Key 
went on board tbe war vessel, un- 
der a flag of truce. Key was tem- 
porarily detained and was forced 
to watch the bombardment of Fort 
McRenry. While watching the 
heroic stand of the flag against the 
incessant firing, the words of the 
"Star Spangled Banner" came to 
Mr. Key's mind, and ho wrote them 
In a note book. The flag that in 
spired .Mr. Key was found to be In 
a very mutilated condition, bearing 
testimony as to how close the bombs 
missed tearing the flag from the 
i^ntr. This flag Is now on exhibi- 
tion In Baltimore, end was made by 
Mrs. Mary PlekersgiU, the daughter 
of Mrs. Betsy Ross, who made the 
first Amerteaa flag tor Oen. Wash- 
ington, June 14, 1777. 

Key's poem was received with 
great spirit, and Ferdinand Durang, 
a musician of note, realized at once 
that the poem contained the same 
meter as that of an English drink- 
ing song. AVIth a few changes In 
the more difficult parts Durang set 
the poem to music and presented it 
to the people. It was eung and 
played in the taverns and inns, and 
the people liked it eo well that It 
#as made tbe national hymn of the 
United States ot America. Bach 
day oar Oovemment reaulres that 
the military and marine baade ehall 
play the "Star Spangled Banner" 
when the United States flags are 
lowered at sunset In every garrison 
and on every flag-ship of the navy 
squadron. The school children all 
over the United States are being 
required to learn the song, and to 
iiHMiiorizo at least two of the four 
stanzas. Whenever the hymn is 
played or sung the people are ex- 
pected to rise as a mark of loyalty 
and respect to the flag and Oovem- 
ment. Men always 'bare their heads, 
and often ladies wave <Uielr hand- 
kerchiefs, as a token of odmlratlon 
and patriotism. 

The Stars and Stripes is among 
the oldest of national banners. It 
Is older than the present British 
Union Jack: older than the French 
tri-rolor, and older than the flag of 
Spain, anii many yi ars oldor than 
the flags (It C.'iiii.cn ni'l Il;ily.

Discussion of the espionage bill 
In Congress has developed a de- 
termined opi>osition to any legisla- 
tion which will Interfere with tbe 
freedom ot speech, it la proposed 
to authorize the I're.sident to pro- 
hibit the publication or communi- 
cation of any information relating 
to the national defense "which in 
his judgment is ot .such character 
that it Is or might he u.seful to the 
enemy." Practically the proposal 
comes to the establishment of a 
censorship over newspapers, as far 
as acts or polloies ot the Oovem- 
ment are eoacemed. It Is a radical 
departure from our past tradltloas, 
aad we do not wonder tbat Con- 
gressmen are dubious about the ex- 
pediency of the legislation proiwsed. 

Freedom ot speech and freedom 
of the press have been grossly 
abused in this country during past 
years. License would be a more 
correct term than freedom for the 
latitude that has been given. With 
the True Voice, we see no great rea- 
son tor curbing liberty In one direc- 
tion only and leaving speakers and 
newspapers to go on aibusinc liberty 
In aH other respects. Public de- 
cency has been outraged In the 
name of free speech and no protest 
Is heard against the abuse. It may 
continue to be outraged under the 
proposed legislation, but criticism 
et the acts of government must not 
be Indulged In. Thin comes dan- 
gerously near to tyranny. 

We have little sympathy with 
those who take refuge behind free- 
dom of speech to hide their crimes 
against decency and public order. 
They should be suppressed for the 
public welfare. But the public good 
may sometimes demand criticism of 
public ofllelals and the making pub- 
lic the facts against them. The 

editor or public speaker who has 
not patriotism enough to avoid giv- 
ing aid to the enemies of his coun- 
try can be easily reached by other 
laws already on the statute books. 
A nMizzled press In a free country 
would be an anomaly.
